Bill seeks to curb Rescan 


WASHINGTON, March 9 (Agenda) — 
Senate Democratic. -leader Robert Byid 
introduced a bill .Tuesday to prohibit Pru- 
dent Ruigan from sending U.S. t^ps into 
combat in El Salvador witiiout advance 
approval of Congre^ 

The only exbeiriions would be . to help 
evacuate /^ridms, or to prevent an attack 
on the United States. Byrd told the Senate: 
“Now is the time to uodert^v a full debate 
on this issue, no matter howremote the pos- 
sibility might be that the president would feel 
compelled to commit U.S; troops to El Sal- 
vador." He said he had asked the Senate 
Intelligence Committee for an independent 
assessment of Soviet and Cuban intentions 
and acthnties with respect'to El Salvador. 

Byrd said he woi^use the assessment and 
his bill to force a Senate detete on the issue, 
to shape a' poli^ that would not split the 
United States li^ tlw .'N^tnam war. The 
senator's move. came as- heavy f^tnig was 
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reported in two big cities in El Salvador, 
where left-wing gueiriHas are fitting to top- 
ple the U.S.-b^ed government. 

The proposed bill would amend the War 
Powers Act which -allows preadents to send 
U.S. combat troops intx)4Q emezgeocy situa- 
tion, but requires they ~be pulled out if Con- 
gress has not approved fiieir use within 60 
days. In the case of El Salvador, the amend- 
ment would prohibit use of U.S. combat 
troops, with the two exceptions, “unless and 
until the Congress has dedared war or 
enacted specific authorization for such use of 
U.S. armed forces." 

The bill must be approved by both the 
Senate and House of Representatives to 
become law, but it could be vetoed by the 
presidenL Reagan and other, adxninisiration 
officials have said repeatedly they have no 
plans at present to send U.S. troops to .El 
Salvador.

NEW YORK, March 9 (AP) — Ofi prices 
wQ] continue to fall unless OPEC countries, 
already painfully short of cash because of the 
worid recession, can agree nect week on a 
further ofl production cutback of IS percent, 
analysts say.

Without such a collective effort, non-OPEC 
prices win continue to fall and OPECs mar- 
ket position will weaken further. Smith said. 

The chances of an OPEC agreement to 
collectively reduce ouqmt woidd appear stim, 
however, based on past performances and toe 
current financial pinch on Nigeria, Iran and 
some others. It took OPEC two years to 
agree on realigning its price structure. Iran is 
reported desperate for hard curreucy to 
finance its war with Iraq. Nigeria is being 
pressed to cut prices because hs $36.50 a 
barrel crude competes directly with that of 
Great Britain, which last week cut its price to 
$31 a barrel. 

Pressure on OPEC to either reduce toe 
amount of its oil available on toe world mar- 
kets or cut its prices has grown in recent days 
as Mexico. Great Britain and other non- 
OPEC nations have reduced toeir prices to 
undercut OPECs benchmark price of $34 a

JEDDAH, March 9 — The Islamic Con- 
ference's Peace Committee (TPC) to end toe 
war between Iran and Iraq noted some posi- 
tive changes in the two countries* response to 
mediation efforts but conceded difficulties in 
reaching a peaceful settlement in toe near 
future. 

The committee, made up of heads of state 
and prime ministers, held a final session here 
Tue^ay and made a statement assertiag that 
the two parties have reaffirmed toeir une- 
quivocal confidence in toe OIC and its 
felamic Peace Committee. The two parties, 
also dearly indicated that they prefer toe IPC 
to ensure the peaceful resolution of toe con- 
flict. 

The statement said that toe point of con- 
tention remains that Iran wants all Iraqi 
troops to withdraw from its lands before toe 
start of any negotiations. Iraq stipulates talks 
before any withdrawal.. 

The committee decided to form a heads of 
state panel under Guinea President Ahmed 
Sekou Toure and other members to continue 
bringing pressure to bear on both parties to 
make concessions towards a peaceful solu- 
tion. 

In toe meantime. President Toure will 
invite some foreign ministers to examine in 
depth and detail toe results toat the heads of 
state panel might achieve. QIC Secretary 
General Habib Cfaatti will be the link bet- 
ween President Toure and toe foreign minis- 
ters. 

The committee noted the interest shown by 
Iran and Iraq in the Islamic mediation was the 
most encouraging sign to emerge from the 
latest round of shuttle diplomacy.

Scientists discount fears 

LOS ANGELES, California, March 9 Irby echoed what serious sci 


(AP) — Two moderate earthquakes rum- 
bled across southern California over toe 
weekend, and some people were left won- 
dering whether they were forerunners ol 
the global datastropfaes predicted to accom- 
pany Wednesday's impending line-up of all 
nine planets on one side of the sun. 

"Td say forget it,” said Leroy Irby, a 
seismolo^ who’s b^n trackingquakesfor 
IS years at the National Eanhquake Infor- 
matioii Service in Golden, Colorado. 
“There's something about eartoquakes that 
excite people, but there’s no scientific way 
to pretocc these things." 


Irby echoed what serious scientists have 
been saying for eight years, since authors of 
The Effect predicted an overdose of 
lopsided celestial grainty would trigger a 
worldwide wave of earthquakes, tidal waves 
and assorted natural disuters. 

The book contends the combined forces 
of the planets — which haven’t aligned on 
one side of the sun since 949 A.D- — will 
spark extraordinary solar activity, sending a 
flood of charged particles radng toward 
earth that will throw off toe planet’s rota-

“There are still more than 6,000 bodies 
of dead Iranian soldiers in to area, in addition 
to those buried by Iraqi soldiers,” Saddam' 
Hussein said in a speech to Iraqi special 
forces soldiers. Excerpts of the speech were 
distributed by the Gulf press agency. 

The Iraqi president admooislwd Ayatollah 
Khomeini for “turning his back on Iraq 
even though we hugged him for 14 years on. 
Iraqi territory, paid his group's expenses, 
gave them weapons and directed our radios 
against toe (late) Shah of Iran." 

He said I^, “despite extremely difficult 
conditions** had turn^ down a 1975 offer 
from the Shah to visit Iraq on condition that 
Khomeini be sent away from Iraq. 

On the proposed pact with other Arab 
states Saddam Hussein, said he had delayed 
maJkjng toe proposal “until we have won the 
war (with Iran)." 

But AyatoU^ Khomeini Tuesday dashed 
any hop» of ending toe war by stressing 
“peace with the criminal, is a crime against 
Islam." “Our conditions are toe same. The 
criminals have to leave our country. It is in 
fact up to toe other Islamic states to come and 
fight to throw the criminals out of this coun- 
try," he said.

Global share prices tumble 


LONDON, March 9 (R) — Share prices 
eased in world markets Tu^ay in response 
to Monday oight^s sharp fall on Wafl Street 
when the Dow Jones industrial average 
dropiwd below the 800 mark to its lowest 
level in almost two years. 

The effects of heavy end-of-session sel- 
ling on Wan Street were felt first in toe Far 
East. The Sydney stock exchange all 
ordinaries index closed 5.9 points down at 
463.6, while in Tokyo, the stock exchange 
shed 2.91 to 538.94. 

Dealers in Tokyo said fears of a worsen- 
ing economy in the United States worried 
Japanese investors. One analyst said that 
Tokyo market could not resist the frdl of 
Japanese stock such as Sony, which are 
listed on Wafl Street. 

The Dow Jones index slipped under the 
800 mark about 20 minutes tefore dose of 


trading Monday, finishing at 795.47, down 
1 1.89 from . FridaVi 

Tfafi fall in the Dow average also created a 
gloomy mood on European stock markets. 
Leading share prices drifted lower in Frank- 
furt and Amsterdam, dealers said. In Lon- 
don, the stock market opened lower ahead 
of Tuesday’s British budget. Dealers said 
the market was cautions after the fall on 
Wall Street. By midday, the Fiaand^ 
index of leading industrial shares was down 
83 at 555.8. 

Monday’s fall in New York came despite 
cuts in tlM prime commercial lending rate 
earlier in the day by several major banks. A 
Wall Street analyst said that although the 
market rallied after the prime rate cut from 
1 6.5 to 1 6 percent, “ the reality of the poor 
economic outlook quickly reasserted 
itself."

The pump holds pronnse as an improved 
treatment method for toe 9.400 persons who 
might otherwise die of liver earner each year 
in the United the 745,000 vAio tssSer 
froin phlebitis and toe 50.000 whose deaths 
are Ibked with pofaiuwaiy embolisms, FDA 
Commissioner Arthur HnO Hayes Jr. Said. 

The drug pump can be jjjsen^ in toe chest 
OF abdomen and is the Srtf one utoich need' 
not be worn outside the body. It re»mUes a 
jock^ pude in size and shape and'prorides 
continuous drug therapy. 

Dr. Wiliam Ensmfa^er, associated direc- 
tor of the Ihuvezaw of Mii^giu's din^ 
reseanh center, said that for liver cancer 
patfenis, the pump “enshles us to extend life 
expectancy from about four to six montos to 
bqrond two years." Pumps have been in use 
for as 1<Mig as 40 months.

the drag pump is of proven ben^ only in 
cases whm cancer is confined to tbe liver 
since h is most effective when the treatment is 
ai^lied to a single tumor site.

Britons to seek 
larger share in 
Saudi economy

JEDDAH. March 9 —A British trade mis- 
sion, representing 13 companies, will visit the 
Kingdom March 1 2 to promote British con- 
tributions to the development of the Saudi 
Arabian economy. 

According to the British embass/s com- 
mercial department Tuesday, the mission is 
orgai^e^ by the Engineering Industries 
Association (EIA) in cooperation with the 
British Overseas Trade Board (BOTB). 

T^ total trade between the two countries 
increased considerably between 1979 and 
1980. U.K. exports to Saudi Arabia during 
1978 stood at £785.73 million, incteasing to

However, imports from Saudi Arabia in 
the same period more than doubled. The 
1978 figure of £870.47 million, rose to 
£1,115.46 million in 1979 and shot to 
£1.927J8 million in 1980, further widening 
the trade deficit with the Kingdom.

Turkey denies Western 
reports on Iran rebels 


ANKARA, March 9 (AP) — Turkey 
Monday offidaDy denied Western news 
reports claiming tiiat Iranian exiles financed 
by the U.S. Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) have formed paramilitaty nnits in 
eastern Turkey. 

Acting Foreign Minister Dhan Oztrak cal- 
led the reports “completely untrue” and 
‘"irresponsible'' in a written statement distri- 
buted to the press. The denial was apparently 
triggered by a ffewToricTbaes report Sunday 
which claimed that the United States was sec- 
retly aiding Iranian paramilitaiy and political 
exile groups. Hie paper, quoting Western 


U.S. to sell 
200 missiles 
to Israelis 


WASHINGTON, Match 9 (AFP) — The 
U.S. government asked Congress Monday to 
approve the sale to Israel of an additional 200 
ground-to-air missiles. 

A Defense Department statement said the 
missiles, to cost S47 million and be mounted 
on mobile ramps should have "no appreci- 
able impact on the balance of forces in the . 
region.” It said that Jordan had the same type 
of Hawk missiles but they were mounted on 
stationary ramps. 

Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger, 
provoking anger from Israel, indicated a few 
weeks ago that Washington could sell mobile 
ramps to Jordan. He hardened the position in 
a news conference Monday, saying " It does 
seem to me that it is essentiar' that Jordan's 
missiles be mobile. 


intelligence sources, said under a program 
ran by the CIA, two paramilitary units of 
Iranian exiles and some Kurdish etements in 
eastern Tuikey were receiving U.S. financial 
support. 

llie report said one of the units had 6,000 
to $.000 members and was commanded by 
the former Iranian Rear Admiral Amad 
Amdani and a smaller second one was run by 
the Shah's fbr^r chief of staff, Gen. Bahram 
Atyana. Oztrak said it was*‘out of the ques- 
tion for activities negatives toward Iran to 
take place within Turkish borders.” 

“On the contrary, Turkey nurtures only 
feelings of friendfiness for its neighbor Iran,” 
be stated. 

Oztrak said Turldsh-lraniaD relations had 
currently reach^ “even a better leveL” He 
pointed out that Turice/s Deputy Premier 
Tuigut Ozal was in Iran at the time the 
reportson paiamiUtary units were published. 

Ozal hopes to double the trade volume 
between Iran and Turkey as a result of his 
talks in Tehran. Turkey buys Iranian crude 
ofl and finds a growing market for its export 
goods in this neighboringcountiy. According 
to olEficxal reports, the have reached pre- 
liminary ^reement during OzaTs vi^ to 
bufld joint inpelines which would pump Ira- 
nian crude oQ and natural gas through Tur- 
key. 

With these developments in mind, Oztrak 
said, it was, “at least irresponsible for the 
press of friendly countries to prepare the 
groundwork for rumors which otfaeis hope to 
spread against our country in this lespecL” 

Oztrak claimed such reports originated 
from those who wanted to barm growing 
good relations between Turkey and Iran and 
openly asked the Iranians not to ,pay atten- 
tion.

Bakhtiar blames murder bid on Iran 


PARIS, March 9 (AFP) — Former Iranian 
Prime Minister Stopur Bakhtiar told a 
French court near here that the five men on 
trial for hb attempted assassination bad acted 
on “inspiration from Iran.” 

Bakhtiar, who served 37 days as the last 
prime minister under the Late Stoh, testified 
at the trial in the Nanteire Couitbouse, near 
Paris, amid tight security precautions. As in 
previous sessioas, the defendants had refused 
to appear in court. They are being tried for 
attempting to murder. 

Bakhtiar was attacked at hb Paris apart- 


ment last July that left two persons dead and 
three others wounded. Bakhtiar called the 
defendants “an extraordinaiy mixture in 
connivance with” tbe Iranian leader Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini. He told the court that Ayatol- 
lah Khomeini had always '‘fiercely opposed 
him because he wanted to rescoie democracy 
and defuse* violence in Iran.” 

The occasionally rocky trial had only one 
disruption Monday by an Iranian demanding 
to speak. Police said tbe man, who was expel- 
led, was a nephew of Ayat^ah Khomeini. 
The verdict should be handed down Wednes- 
day.

But the dismantling operation of packing 
plants and other structures proceeded 
smoothly at other points in north Sinai, which 
Israel is to return to Egypt by April 26. The 
equipment is being moved to new com- 
munities set up by Israel in the southern 
Negev desert to accommodate many of the 
settlers who agreed to leave the Sinai, 
occupied in the 1 967 Middle East war. 

The Israeli army's eviction of illegal squat- 
ters, who oppose the evacuation, began last 
week but many of them skirted army bar- 
ricades and returned to the area. Most of 
them moved into Yamit, the area's lar^st 
town. 


Istanbul German consulate MrsMair named 
opens with police protection 

ISTANBUL, March 9 (R) — The visa 
office of the West German Consulate here 
reopened with police protection Tuesday 
afier being closed for several days because of 
a bomb threat and a series of other threaten- 
ing phone calls. 

The threat and calls followed reports in the 
mas-circulation daily Gtuiaydin, saying a 
German security official in the visa section 
had used bad words about Turks. The West 
German Embassy in Ankara denied the 
allegation and protested verbally to the fore- 
ign ministiy Monday over “irresponsible 
journalism.'' 

The visa section was closed last Friday after 
the bomb threat, h remained closed Monday 
because, according to West German 
Embassy sources. Istanbul authorities had 
not provided police protection. Gwidydin 
reports, which quoted a West German 
woman married to a Turk as saying a consu- 
late security man had abused Turks, caused a 
sdr in Turkey. 

Other newspapers have raised the general 
question of Turkish-West German relations 
and particularly the situation of the 1 .5 mil- 
lion Turkish workers in West Germany. 

Guneydin carried a front-page headline

of hatred of foreigners in Germany." It said 
one Turk bad been killed and two wounded in 
recent inddents in West Germany.

TEHRAN, March 9 (AFP) — Iranian 
Navy official Hojatolisiam Muhammad 
Chavusbi, has died after being shoe Sunday 
on a motorway here, the daily Kayhan 
reported here Tuesday. 

The daily said that Hojatolisiam Chavushi, 
who worked in the political-ideology bureau 
of the logistical section of the Iranian Navy, 
was driving on the Chamran highway when 
two passengers in a white Chevrolet which 
had passed him opened fire. Chavuchi died 
Monday night in hospital from his wounds. 

A military officii with him was also 
wounded in the attack. 


Qaddafi calls Libya exiles for talks 


BEIRUT. March 9 (R) — Libyan leader 
Muammar Oaddafi has invited his exiled 
opponents to a reconciliation meeting during 
bis visit to Austria this week, the officii 
Libyan news agency Jana said Tuesday. 

Jana said the four-day visit, which starts 
Wednesday, would provide an opportunity 
for Libyans living abroad “either because of 
dieirspecialtzattonsorfor other reasons" to 
discuss with Qaddafi obstacles to their return 
to Li^a.

UNITED NATIONS, March 9 (AP) — 
Mrs. Lucille Mair of Jamaica Monday 
became the first woman in the United 
Nations' 36-year history to be named a U.N. 
undersecretaiy-general. 

An undersecretary-general is second only 
to the secretary-general in regular order of 
the U.N. hierarchy, and makes a gross salary 
of $96,765. 

Mrs. Mair’s rank of undersecretary- 
general of the United Nations came with a 
new post of secretary-general of the interna- 
tionaJ conference on the question of Palestine 
to which she was appointed by Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar. 

That conference was called for in a resolu- 
tion on Palestine that the General Assembly 
adopted July 29, 1980, in emergency session 
. on the Palestine question. It is to be held not 
later than 1984. 

Mrs. Mair last year became special adviser 
for women's development to the U.N. chil- 
dren’s fund — UNICEF. In that post, she has 
had the rank of assistant secretary-general, 
which carries a salary of $85,864. 

Reports on arrests 
denied by Bahrain 

MANAMA. March 9 (AFP) — A Bahrain 
government spokesman Tuesday denied 
charges made by two international ^human 
rights organizations that authorities recently 
imprisoned 3,160 persons accused of links 
with Iran and that six of those arrested had 
been tortured to death. 

The spokesman said the government 
“expressed its regrets that certain persons 
have infiltrated respectable associations to 
strike out at truth with lying accusations 
against the state of Bahrain." The claims 
were made by an international legal group 
and an Islamic Human Rights Commission.

The bonds between Bahrain and Qatar are as deep as they 
are extensive, forming a relation of special closeness even 
within the larger family of the Arab Gulf.

Conservatives disillusioned with Reagan

Schmidt party headed for showdown over NATO’s N- strategy

BONN — 

Critics and supporters of NATO nuciear strate^ 
within West Germany's ruling Soda! Democratic 
Party (SPO) are drawing up the battlelines for a 
public confrontation next month. The forum, an 
SPD National Congress opening in Munich on 
April 1 9. presents Chancellor Helmut Schmidt with 
the task of fending off a range of challenges to 
government policy from his own party ranks. 

Just a month ago, Schmidt won a unanimous 
pariiaroemaiy vote of confidence from left-liberal 
coalition deputies who knew (Ussent could have 
doomed the govenunent to collapse. 

In Munich the stakes are not so high — even 
though Schmidt has pinned his career on NATO 
plans to base new U.S. medium-range missiles in 
West Germany from next year unless Moscow 
agrees to arms cuibs. 

Wi thin days of the Bundestag (lower house) vote, 
SPD anxiety over the 1979 NATO decision bub- 
bled to the surface again in several local party 
motions on security and defense. 

Draft motions forwarded by the 22 regional and 
state party orgaiuzations fill a 508-page dossier on 
security questions alone. 

The five-day congress, which will also tadile 
emplc^ent policy, is urged by some groups to 


withdraw support for deployment of the 
Cruise and Pershing II oustiles. Others seek a 
nuclear-free zone in Central Europe. One of the 
biggest Sn> party regiems. South Hessen, with 38 
rangres delegates, wants the NATO decision 
revoked outri^t. 

Several more, with over 150 delegates between 
them, call for a deployment freeze during current 
U.S-Soviet arms talks in Geneva, an idea actively 
promoted by Moscow. 

All contradict the line taken by Chancellor 
Schmidt, who argues Moscow would have no incen- 
tive to negotiate unless the West sticks to the mis- 
siles deployment schedule. At first glance, his posi- 
tion at the congress looks far from easy. His stance 
has the outright support of the largest party region. 
West Westphalis, with 60 of the 400 delegates, and 
of other regions accounting for a further 70 or so. 

Congr^ arithmetic has fascinated the West 
German press, but the drawback of even the the 
most sdentific calculations b that delegates are not 
bound ro back their regional line. “If that were so. 
there wouldn't really be any point in having a con- 
gress,” said an SPD aide. 

Much therefore depends on how delegates 
respond to speeches by Schmidt, party chairman 
Willy Brandt, who predicts broad support for party 
leaders^ guidelines, and left-wing critics beaded 


by Erhard Eppler, a member of the 12-man SPD 
Presidium. Party manager Peter Cfot^ in the most 
optimistic assessment, says opponents of the 
NATO decision wiU be outnumtered four to one. 

Left-wingers say that balance could be reversed 
were it not for Schmklf s long-standing resignation 
threat. Some SPD officials tbmk the NATO critics 
might nevertheless capture one-third of the vote. 

The leadership's keynote resolution, drafted by 
disarmament expert Egon Bahr, aims ro postpone 
any showdown and probably goes as for as Schmidt 
can toward accommodating the waverers."

Somalia wants to strengthen ties with U.S.

NAIROBI — 

Somali President Muhammad Siad Bane b vbit- 
ing Washington thb week to try to tighten a rela- 
tionship which has been fraught with dbappoint- 
mem and suspicion since Somalia broke with the 
Soviet Union and turned to the United States in 
1977. 

The Somali leader b expected to paint a somber 
picture of growing Soviet strength in the volatile 
Horn of Africa and Red Sea area when he meets 
President Reagan on Thursday for his first talks 
with a U.S. president 

For years. ^maJia served as a beachhead for 
Soviet influenra in the Horn of Africa and in 1974 
the country became the first in black Africa to sign a 
formal treaty of friendship and cooperation with the 
Soviet Union. 

But Gen. Siad Barre tore up the treaty and expel- 
led thousands of Soviet and Cuban advisers when 
the Kremlin switched sides from Somalia to 
Ethiopia halfway through a war over the Ogaden, a 
vast semi-desert claimed by Somalia in defiance of 
most international opinion. 

Ever since the break with Moscow, the Somali 
government has made no secret over its disap- 
pointment with what b seen in Mogadbhu as a 
half-hearted U.S. attitude toward a new ally. 

The U.S.. in turn, has been reluctant to commit 
it.self fully to a country which never renounced its 
territorial ambitions in the strategic Horn of Africa. 
Barre took power in a military coup in 1 969 and his 
main power base has been the army — wh<^ 
morale was shattered and whose stren^h was sap- 


ped when Ethiopian troops backed by Soviet advis- 
ers and Caban infantry expelled the Somalis from 
the Ogaden. 

Somali hopes for swift assistance from the United 
States in rebuilding the demoralized anned forces 
were disappointed. After prolonged negotiations, 
Somalia and the United States signed an agreement 
which granted the Americans access to Russian- 
built airand naval fecilities in the port of Berbera on 
the Gulf Aden in return for anti aircraft and radar 
equipment worth S4S million in military sales cre- 
dits. 

Aaording to Third World and Western dip- 
lomats, little if any of the equipment has been deli- 
vered despite Somali assertions that they urgently 
need the promised anti aircraft batteries to deter 
Ethiopia's Soviet-supplied air force from bombing 
Somali border villages. 

Accordmg to senior Somali officials, the msun 
purpose of Barre's Washington vbit is to strengthen 
lies to the United States in particular and the West 
in general, with weapons supplies only one of the 
i^ues. But according to some diplomats familiar 
with Somali affairs, the size and form of American 
military assistance to Somalia in the future could 
have a major impact on Bane's position at home. 

There have been rumbling? of army discontent 
with the leadership in Mogadishu, partly because of 
the poor shape of the armed forces and its equip- 
ment and partly because of what critics of the gen- 
eral saw as 3 systematic effort to install members of 
his ovoi clan — the Marehan — in key military 
posts.

Barre lifted a state of emergency imposed 16 
months aff> and announced a wholesale cabinet 
reshuffle. In a move apparently designed to placate 
dii^ruatled officers, Barre reinstalled Muhammad 
Ali Samatar as defense minister. 

Gen. Samatar, a widely respiected soldier from 
one of Somalia's smallest clans, was moved side- 
ways in October 1 980 and replaced by Gen. Omar 
Haji Muhammad, a member of the president's clan. 

Last month, the Somali government denied 
reports of major axmy mutiny in northern Somalia 
in which 84 people were alleged to have been killed 
in fighting between army rebels and troops loyal to 
the president. But the government neither con- 
firm^ nor denied that at least 1 1 army offic^ had 
been summarily executed in the troubled north for 
dereliction of duty or collaboration with guerrillas 
committed to the violent overthrow of the goverd- 
mem. 

The main anti-government guerrilla group, the 
Somali Salvation Pront(SOSAlO« includes a 
number of officers who escaped when the presi- 
dent’s men rounded, up army personnel alleged to 
have plotted his removal in 1978. Seventeen offic- 
ers were executed by firing squad.

Students mastermind ‘leaks’ 

Computer ‘loopholes’ occur regularly, 
provide private data to wrong parties

LOS ANGELES (LAT) The discovery of a 
relatively simple method to breach the sec- 
urity of a widely used computer system has 
focused renewed attention on how to keep 
electronic records safe from mischief-makers 
and malefoctors. 

Many experts say the best way to do it is to 
encode the data in a computers files in an 
unbreakable code so that even if an unauthor- 
ized person gains access to the material, he 
cannot read it. 

"Our whole electronic system is vulnerable 
to any kid sitting at home at an Atari 800.” 
said Leonard Adleman of the University of 
Southern California, one of the developers of 
the unbreakable codes that have received 
much publicity in the last five years but are 
still rarely used. 

• “Mqre and more of our economy and our 
society are caught up in that electronic sys- 
tem, which right now is wide open to abuse,” 
Adleman said. “The best hope that we've 
come across so far of protecting that is cryp- 
tography.” 

Bui recognizing the problem and initiating 
a solution are two different matters. 

One problem is that encoding everything in 
a computer’s files — and arranging for it to be 
decoded when someone wants to see it — is 
expensive because of time and the amount of 
computer resources required to do it. 

In general, the manufacturers of computer 
systems have not felt much pressure from 
users to install that kind of security. They also 
have been slow to respond to the need for 
other safeguards within their systems. ... 

“The commercial vendors are not all that 
anxious to make huge changes because of the 
financial investment and because making the 
changes is technically difficult,” said Wiilis 
Ware, a member of the corporate research 
staff of the Rand Corp. In Santa Monica, 
Calif. 

Further complicating the problem is the 
federal government’s desire to restrict 
research in cryptography on national security 
grounds. The government is afraid that coun- 
tries that it regularly spies on also will use the 
newly developed cryptography to improve 
their codes and keep their message secret. 

But the effect of the government's efforts 
may be to restrict the ability of private com- 
puter sdenrists to create unbreakable codes. 
(Some people have suggested that the gov- 
ernment's real interest in restricting codes 
may be to enable it to continue domestic spy- 
ing)- 


The particular problem that computer 
manufactureis and users became aware of in 
recent weeks involves a flaw in the Unix 
operating system, which is manufoctured by 
Bell Laboratories and enables one computer 
to serve many users at the same time through 
a time-sharing process. 

There are other operating systems in use, 
including ones manufactured by IBM. Bur- 
roughs and Digital Equipment Corp., but 
Unix is one of tiie most popular. 

The flaw enables a user at one terminal to 
masquerade as.someone else and gain access 
to all information that the second person can 
get, including access to the computer system 
itself. 

“A user who gets on and wants to be 
malicious can really destroy the system.” said 
Richard Lipton, a computer scientist at 


Princeton University. 

Some experts say that the latest flaw, while 
startling, is just one in a long series of 
loopholes that are continually twing found 
and plugged. 

Ware of the Rand Corp. likened the situa- 
tion to a recall of automobiles that occurs 
when a mistake is discovered years after the 
cars have been sold. 

“People find loopholes in these operating 
system softwares, aiid they get fixed.” Ware 
said. “Some number of years later, other 
smart people discover a loophole in one 'of 
them, and that gets fixed. Who knows when 
the next one will get foundT' 

Computer security normally is maintained 
by requiring users to have passwords, known 
only to them, such as those used at automated 
bank terminals. 


40-million-year-old fly 
is found encased in amber

LOS ANGELES (LAT) A tiny fly, 
embedded in a cube of amber and earmarked 
for the gift shop curio trade, has been found 
by a team of University of California, Ber- 
keley, Scientists to be a surprisingly intact, 
40-i^ion-year-old specimen that may yield 
significant archeological insists. 

“Its tissue structure is remarkably well- 
preserved,” said Roberta Hess, a UC Ber- 
keley research associate who peered at the 
little fly through an electron microscope that 
magnified the insect’s features up to 65,000 
times its normal size. “It looks a lot like the 
same kind of fly living today.” 

Researchers believe the fly to be an ances- 
tor of the modem species mycetophilidae 
diptera, more populariy known as t^ “fun- 
gus gnat” and f^aroiliar to many people as the 
tiny, slow-flying winged insect that hovers 
around flower pots or decomposing plant 
matter. 

The amber-encased fly was brought to the 
attention of prof. George O. Poinar Jr., a UC 
Berkeley entomolo^st, several months ago 
by a salesman specializing in amber (har- 
dened tree sap) curios. Poinar has an agree- 
ment with several of these specialists to show 
him any unusual or interesting specimens 
before marketing them. 

According ‘to Poinar, it has long been 
jusumed that insects trapped in amber are 
just empty shells of their former selves. 


Whatever organs or tissues that were onct. 
there would have long since disintegrated, or 
so most people thought 

But when the Berkeley researchers looked 
at the ancient fly under the powerful magnifi- 
cation of an electron microscope — an 
instrument that uses a beam of electrons 
instead of light to reveal extremely fine detail 
in the object under scrutiny — they disco- 
vered that the insect and much of its internal 
matter had been very well mummified. 

Poinar and Hess could make out musde 
bundles, fat deposits and even individual 
cells. Looking at some of those cells under the 
hi gh est magnifi carinn of the election miCFO- 
scQpe, the Berkeley scientists could make out 
many of the constituent parts of the cell 
interior — the nucleus and objects like ribo- 
somes and mitochondria. 

Within the nuclei of these cells, the Ber- 
keley team was further able to pick out 
chromatin, the complex of genes and proteins 
that make up chromosomes, the genetic 
blueprints by which a creature makes copies 
of itself in tte form of progeny. 

That genetic material is now undergoing 
additioual studies in the biochemistry 
laboratory of prof. Allan C. Wilson. There, 
ancient molecules will be broken down into 
fragments by enzymes and Wilson wfl] try, 
using the latest gene-splicing teclmiques, to 
produce a large number of copies of the 
molecules in bacteria.

HARTFORD, Conn. (WP) — Rrst it was^ 
the si^al thiDgs, such as the biadog smell of 
salt air and the savoiy taste of dam diowder, 
that were missing for Thomas F. Cony. The 
dining out became a waste of money — all 
food was bland — and it was obvious that he 
was gradually losing his sense of taste and 
smell. 

Finally, he began to fear what he could not 
sense, he might not smeD, or poison he 
might not taste. 

t **lf s just not a handicap you talk about 
very modi,'* Cuny, a S3-year-old television 
producer at the Universi^ of Connecticat, 
said recently. “1 was afraid people would 
think I was cra^, *What do you mean, you 
can't taste or smellT so I faked it.” 

Faking it, however, was driving Cuny 
cia 2 y . Fot the Erst year, the Hampton, Conn„ 
resident didn't even dare tell his wife that he 
couldn't taste her cooking. Over the 3 1-2 
years of his plight, he became increaangly 
depressed. 

But now, thanks to a 6-month-old dink at 
the University of Connectiwt HealA Center, 
which is one of the world's few centers for 
treating taste and smeD diMideTS, Cuny is 
cured. 


HOW SAFE 
IS YOUR 
PILOT? 


“Last ni^t we had brussels sprouts with 
dieese. I ate them and ate them. You would* t 
believe what a great relief it is. 1 can't tell you 
what a change i^s made.” 

Funded by a three-year, $2 j million fed- 
eral grant to the Unzveisity of Connectku^s 
School of Dental Medicine, the Connecticut 
Chemosensoxy Clinical Roearch Center in 
Farmington, Conn., su{^>oits doctors from 
the University of Connecticut and Yale Uni- 
vexrity as they treat patients and try to 
unravel the mysteries that sanound taste and 
smell. 

Distortion or loss of the senses can be the 
first indication of serious medical problems, 
such as strokes or brain tumors. Temporary 
or permanent loss of taste and smeD alro can 
follow head injuries or radiation therapy for 
bead or neck cancer. Elderiy people often 
report a progresave loss of th^ ability to 
distingutsh smells. 

Cuny turned out to be a fairly ^ical 
padent for the clinic: doctors found anall 
growths, caDed polyps, high in his nose just 
below his eye sc^ets. A^r two operations 
to remove the polyps, whidi blocked his 
olfectoiy system, he recovered both senses. 

Of tbie dinl^s first 65 patients, 20 were 
found to have nasal polyps. More than two- 


thirds of the total had smeU rather than taste 
problems. 

But Curry's case also illostrated the com- 
plexity of tte senses. Althoi^ he told doc- 
tors he couldn't taste food, the dinicfs tests 
showed he could distinguish sal^ and sweet 
tastes. 

“If $ hard to make patients understand the 
diCfereoces between what we call taste and 
smell,” said Dr. Frank A. Catalanotto, the 
Uconn pediatric dentist who beads the pro- 
ject. 

Reserdieis themselves have been perp- 
lexed by taste and smeD, two curious and 
fundamentally different senses that haven't 
received serious scientific study until 
recently. 

Taste is very spedfic, ^ppearn^ to be com- 
posed of four distinct sensations — sweet, 
sour, salty and bitter. But it can be distorted: 

— ^Diet soda tastes bitter to mlUioDS of peo- 
ple because of a genetic trait tirey share. For 
the same reason, caffeine tastes much more 
bitter to them 

— A fflouthfiil of the African berry synes- 
palum dulicicum will make a lemon 
incredibly sweet. The Indian herb Gymnema 
^Ivestxe blocks- sweetness. 

— Most toothpastes contain detergents' 
that alter fruit tastes. Orange juice, for

*^uiraiis have a four-taste qrstem.* “There 
are mai^ new mixtures of odors and an infi- 
nite nomber of colors,” Frsuik said. “But 
there's never a really new taste — new 
flavors, periiaps, but only those four tastes.” 

A setf-regulatory systdn helps animals 
keep a {uoper salt balamce. Rats deprived of 
salt, foe example, wiH drink salty water. 
When the salt level in thier bodies returns to 
normal, however, their taste receptors 
become more sensitive and the animals draw 
back from the salty water. 

In h umans^ file same qrstem means “peo- 
ple do have a specific hunger for salt when 
they’re salt-depleted,” Bartoshuk said. But 
normaUy they don't seed extra salt — just a 
little for taste. 

That means cooks err by salting food to 
taste as it is cooked. Salt is detected onfy by 
the receptors on the surfece of taste buds, 
Bartoshuk said, so only the few grains of salt 
on the surface of food axe tasted as they touch 
the tongue.

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Weinberger cites senators^ move 

Allies warned of U.S. troop cuts 


WASHINGTON. March 9 (AFP) — 
Unless Atlantic Alliance harionsmakc a gre- 
ater defense effort Congress could vote to 
reduce the number of U.S. i^ps in Europe. 
U.S. Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger 
iniid Monday. 

Speuking to the National Press Oub here, 
Weinberger sc-iid: **lf the exception grows 
that our allies are not doing enough (for 
defense), isnlntionism, which tmfhrtunately is 
alwHys close to the surface, will take over and 
wc will have another Mansfield amendment. 
It would be catastrophic.'* 

Former Democratic Senate Majority 
Leader Mike MansEcld vainly tried twice in 
1974 to pass a measure that would have 
reduced the number of American troops in 


Europe. Noting that some senators were now 
favorable to such a move, Weinberger said: 
"We would not gain anything from a troop 
withdrawal. We would suffer additional 
risks.” 

The defense secretary's allusion to the 
threat of European troop reduction was not 
new. He warned Congress last week against 
such a move, saying the United States could 
not exist if l^urope were invaded by the 
Soviet Union. 

Republican Sen. Ted Stevens of Alaska, 
'one of several Congressmen favoring a par- 
tial troop withdrawal, has said it is time “to 
re-examine our commitment to Western 
. Europe.** These Congressmen are generally 
opposed to the U.S. paying for Eun^'s 


defense while its allies participate in the new 
Soviet natural gas pipeline to Siberia. There 
are currently 337.000 U.S. troops stationed 
in Europe, of which nearly 250,000 are in 
West Germany. 

Concerning El Salvador, the defense sec- 
retary said: “A Communist takeover in El 
Salvador would be extremely dangerous" to 
U.S. security. AJthou^ he did not say how 
the United States would react if this hap- 
pened, he indicated the United States would 
have to make “major changes" in its deploy- 
ment of troops worldwide. 

"From a military point of view, we have to 
consider the enormous disadvantage to the 
United States from a Commuiust takeover in 
El Salvador." Weinberger said.

China mishap kills 284 

PEKING, March 9 (AP) — A mountain 
collapsed because of unsafe mming practices 
last June, burying a town and killing 284 per- 
sons in one of Nina's biggest mming disas- 
ters, the Xaw News has reported.

The first, involving the government and cen- 
tral state agencies, is to effect a one-third 
reduction in personnel, while the second, 
beginning next year, will concern China's 
provinces, municipalities and autonomous 
regions.

virtual slavery each year, forcing them to 
do menial jotk and live in intolerable con- 
ditions. according to a United Nations 
survey released here. 

"A conspicuous problem is the 
unscrupulous abuse of child labor, widely 
pra^ic^ in the poorer countries of South 
and Southeast Asia, as well as in other 
large areas of the developing world," said 
1981 report published here Sunday by 
the United Nations Economic and Si^ia) 
Commission for Asia and the Pacific 
(ESCAP). 

‘*Many thousands of children, some as 
young as six years, are virtually sold into 
annu^ or lifetime work in farms, homes, 
and factories.” it said. The ESCAP report 
said diildren were often forced to live 
"under'intolerable conditions regarding 
diet, accommodation, work and pay”. 

"Tlu)se consigned to factories may be 
kept in unhygienic work places, made to 
handle dangerous machinery, chemicals 
or polluted materials, to work long hours 
wito i^iy few holidays, to sleep on factory 
floors, or to eat unwholesome and scanty 
.food.'* It added. ’> 


LONDON (AFP) — TTie House of Com- 
mons voted Monday night to patriate to 
Canada the British North America Act of 
1 867. the document which serves as Canada's 
constitution.

The report, however, said that Kuwait's 
income from oil exports fefl by 25.4 percent 
in the same year, from S20.8 tMlIion to $15.5 
billion dollars. The sharp jump in investment 
returns helped to make up for the oil drop, 
thus maintaining the rate of decline in the 
total public revenue at eight percent below 
their level in the previous fiscal year, the bank 
said. 

The central bank's figures indicated that 
the country's surplus income fcO by 21 per- 
cent, from $16.7 billion to $13.2 billion. It 
attributed the fall partly to a 20 percent 
increase in public spending, which the bank 
fixed at $9.2 billion. 

It did not give any figures on Kuw*ait* s surp- 
^ loses invested outside the country*. B ut stat^ 
tics released by the bank earlier indicate that 
the country accumulated about $62.7 billion 
in surplus petrodollars since the quadrupling 
of oil p rices in 1974.

Nigeria says 
price, output 
maintained 

LAGOS, March 9 ( R) — Nigerian oil pro- 
duction is still averaging nearly 1.5 million 
barrels per day ( bpd) and the country is hold- 
ing its customers without discounting prices, 
an official of the Nigerian National Pet- 
roleum Corporation (NNPC) said Tuesday. 

Discounting was not a solution to the prob- 
lem of the world oil glut and was not being 
used as a means to maintain Nigeria's sales. 
Alex Nwokdi. information officer for 
(NNPC). told reporters. 

There has been ' speculation in world oil 
markets that Nigeria will soon be forced to 
lower its price from the present $36.50 a 
barrel. Britain, which markets a similar- 
quality crude, last week cut its price from $35 
to $31. 

Nwokdi said rhe latest Nigerian production 
figures showed a drop from an average of 
1,652,622 bpd on January 21 to 1.499,295 
Tue»Jay. He attributed the decrease mainly 
to damage to a pipeline in late Janaury and 
the loss of production wl^e it u-as being 
repaired. 

U.N. chief hopeful 
of sea law accord 

NEW YORK. March 9 (AFP) — U.N. 
Secretary-Genera) Javier Perez de Cuellar 
asked law-of-the-sea conference delegates 
here Monday to show once and for all that 
negotiation within the United Nations 
fr*amework could solve problems affecting 
the entire international community. 

Perez de Cuellar spoke as the conference 
re*-opened for its 1 1th session in eight years, 
with the major target being a treaty to regu- 
late exploitation of the valuable and strategic 
metals lying on the ffoor of the world's 
oceans. ^ 

The secretary-general expressed hope that 
the a^mbled' delegates would reach an 
agreement which would be the keystone in 
member states' efforts to forge a better 
world.

JEDDAH, March 9 — Despite cuts of Vs 
percent in U.S. prime commercial bank 
rates in Newr York on Monday night, the 
American currency traded strongly in con- 
tract with its weak opening performance in 
Europe Monday. The prime rate cuts take 
the prime lending rates to 16 percent levels 
in line with recent Eurodollar deposit falls, 
but the New York Monday night markets 
seemed to have had a change of sentiment 
over the dollar for it virtually recovered all 
lost ground against the other major curren- 
cies. Eurodollar deposit rates even 
rebounded back to trade at between V$ and 
Vi percent higher in Europe Tuesday. 

In the bullion markets, gold's decline 
continued unabated with a new low level of

Arab oil sector needs put at %394b 


DOHA. March 9 ( AP) — The Arab world 
requires 5394 billion in total accumulative 
investments in the petroleum sector from 
now until the year 2,000. the Arab energy 
future conference was told Tuesday. 

Abdul-Aziz Merghini of the Arab Pet- 
roleum Investment Corporation told the con- 
ference. grouping some 400 Arab and inter- 
national energy experts, that this much 
investment was needed if the Arab area is to 
maintain an average crude production of 22 
million barrels daily and enhance its energy 
reserves at the same time. 

He argued that investments, no matter 
w*hat their range, would not produce the 
desired result if not accompanied by such 
steps as establishment of 'an energy 
development tcorporation" to conduct ared- 
wide surveys and engage in exploration 
activities ih Arab countries. 

He also suggested the development of an 
inter-Arab market for petroleum products 
and conclusion of refinery product supply 
arrangements, with emphasis on building 
export-oriented refineries. 

In another paper on pollution problems in 
the Qulf ^a. two Kuwaiti experts called for 
'niouiiting a major eftbit to insure a balance 
between development and ecology' in the 


region. 

They told the conference's oil indubiric- 
committee that Gulf pollution was'hecoinin;'

Kerry Packer took 250,000 pounds 
off cricket's treasurers in 1977, and the 
Board are under no illusions that lawyers 
would soon Stan “padding” if players are 
drummed out of the first class game. 

Routine matters of organizing the coming 
season will occupy most of the troard*s work. 
The new selection panel will be confirmed, as 


chairman Peter May begins his job with only 
one old hand in Alec Bedser — who stands 
down from the chair after leading the panel 
for 12 years. The other two will be Norman 
Gifford and Alan Smith.

Charles Haughey 
voted Irish premier 


DUBLIN, March 9 (Agencies) — Fianna 
Fail party leader Charles Haughey Tuesday 
became Prime Minister of the Irish Republic 
for the second time, winning a parUamentaiy 
contest against outgoing Prime Minister Gar* 


ret Fitzgerald by seven votes. 
Five mdenendents and all i 


Five utdependents and all party deputies 
sided with Haughey in the new parli^ent, 
giving him an 86 to 79 majority and breaking 
a deadlock left by last month's inconcluave 
general election. Fianna Fail holds 81 of the 
166 seats in the Hung parliament. 

Attempts by Socialists to form a par- 
liamentary alliance with Fit^rald party 
appeared to have broken down late Monday 
ni^t. One of them, Jim Kenny, said: ''There 
is little chance of us forming an alliance now." 
Fitzgerald claimed last night he had a 50-50 
chance of forming a government. Sources 
close to Kenny and three members of the 
Marxist Sinn Fein workers party were 
reported to have promised support to Fitz- 
gerald, leader of the Fme Gael party. 

The February election was called because 
parliament defeated Fitzgerald's austerity 
budget proposals, including higher taxes and 
reduced farm subsidies. 

The elecdoQS split the DaiTs 166 seats 
almost evenly between the Fianna Fail (81) 
and the coalition of Fitzgerald's Hne ^el 
(63) and the Labor Party (1 5). The indepen- 
dents won reven seats. 

The seven independents were three Marx- 
ist deputies from Sinn Fein, the political arm 
of the Irish Republican Army’s dormant offi- 
cial wing, UiTM Socialists and independent 
Fianna Fail Maveric Neil Blaney.

R.A. Butler dies 


LONDON. March 9 (R) — Richard 
Austen Butler, once described as the best 
prime minister Britain never had, died at his 
home near London Monday ni^t, his frunfly 
announced Tuesday. He was 79. llie former 
Richard Usten Miler, who held key minister- 
ial posts from World War U until 1964, nar- 
rowly missed becoming head of government 
in 1957 and again in 1963. 

After the aboritve Anglo-French-lsraeli 
invasion of Egypt during the 1956 Suez crisis, 
then Prime Iwnister Sir Anthony Eden res- 
igned due* to poor health. Butler was his 
deputy and widely regarded as his obvious 
successor but the premiership went to Harold 
MacMillam. 


Coalition, who are running second and third, 
charged at a news conference Monday night 
that the elections were rigged by the 
militaiy-dominated government. They 
demanded that the vote be nullified and a 
new election held within 60 days. 

The rightist coalition supporting frontrun- 
ner Gen. Anibal Guevara proclaimed bis vic- 
tory in newspaper advertisements Tuesday, 
although he apparently will not get the abso- 
lute majority required for election. If no can- 
didate receives a majority Congress, domi- 
nated by the ruling coalition, wiD choose the 
president from the top two vote-getters. 

With fewer than 900,000 votes counted, 
Guevara led with 37 percent of the votes, 
followed by Sandoval Alarcon with 28 per- 
cent, Maldonado Aguirre with 25 percent, 
and Anzueto Vielman with 1 0 percent 


The vote count was going slowly, with no 
forecast of when the final results would be in, 
but the percentages appeared to be holding 
relatively steady. It was believed fewer than 
one million of the 2.3 million eli^fe voters 
cast their ballots, but there was no indication 
of the overall voter turnout. 


Left-wing guerrillas battling to overthrow 
government had vowed to dferupt the elec- 
tion and scattered incidents of violence were 
reported. 

Voters also eleaed a vice president, 66 
members to Congress to take office July 1 
and municipal officials.

West Germany sticks to Soviet gas deal 


BONN, West Germaxqr, March 9 (AP) — 
West Germany’s foreign minister indicated 
Tuesday his country would go through with 
purcha^ of Soviet natural gas regardless of 
whether the situation in Inland deteriorates. 

At the same time, l^reign hUuster 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher made clear in a 
television interview West German foreign 
policy soi^t to prevent a sharpening of the 
Polish crisis or an outright Soviet incursion. 

Genscher was asked whether the Bonn 
government could continue partidpation in 
the natural gas deal if the situation ta Poland 
worsened or Soviet troops were dispatched 
there. 

He said a Soviet invasion of Poland would 
be "the kind of measure which would frmda- 
mentally change the woild rituation,” adding 
that Bonn’s policy was to riiow Moscow that 
East- West cooperation was in its- interest in 
Older to discourage it from hostile moves in 
Poland. 

"As far as the natural gas pipeline deal 
goes, it is understood here that me Federal 
(German) Republic is a country true to its 
contracts and that therefore this contract wxQ 
be fotfiUed,” Genscher added. 

Genscher made the remarks during a joint 
television interview in Washington vnth U.S. 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig for broad- 
cast in West Germany late Tuesday. A text of 
their remarks was distributed here by the 
Foreign Office in advance of die program. 

' Genscher flew to Washington Sunday for 
meetings with U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan. Haig and other administration and 
congressional leaders. The West German 
minister was to depart late Tuesday for Bonn. 


During the interview, Haig was asked 
when the U.S. government wodd give up its 
opposition to the gas deal, which American 
critics fear will make Western Europe energy 
dependent on Moscow. Tlie plan calls for 
Western European nations to buy Siberian 
natural gas shipped through a 5,000- 
kilometer pipeline to be financed with loans 
from the potential customers. 

"I doubt that they (U.S. officials) win give 
up their concerns about the deal,” Haig »id. 
"And om position on that question has been 
longstandfog and has not changed over a 
number of months. That notunthstanding, 1 
think Americans understand that certain 
commitments have been made, contracts 
signed, and that we are today engaged in a 
veiy important question with re^ject to 
Poland.” 

- Both Haig and Qensdier imderscored the 
ne^ for improving coordination and 
tacts between the United States and its West- 
ern European allies. 

On Monday. Haig and Genscher met in 
Washington for three hours and said tiiat the 
areas of agreement between the two coun- 
tries Car outweigh' their policy disputes. 

With Genscher at his side after a woiidng 
lunch, Haig said the nutting touched on 
Poland, preparations fair the fortiicoming 
NATO a^ economic summits and arms con- 
trol issues. He called his talks "extremely 
valuable if not invaluable” but gave no 
details.

Salvadoran leftists step up attacks 


SAN SALVADOR, March 9 (/^ncies) 
— Leftist forces have stepped up their attacks 
on government troops around the country in 
what they called“a show of force" aga^the 
U.S.-backed civilian-military junta. 

Military sources said at least 32 persons 
died in the fighting, which included rebel 
assaults on security forces in thre'e major 
cities and the storming of three military out- 
posts in Morazan province. 

In another development, the Defense 
Ministry Monday issued a comn 'unique ib the 
capital denying that govehim«'nt soldiers 
massacred civilians in villages north of here. 

Over the weekend peasants in San Benito, 
64 kms southeast of the capital, showed 
reporters 14 skulls lying in a field and two 
wells, claiming they were evidence of the 
deaths of at least 30 unarmed 
peasants in an army operation earlier this 
year. A spokesman for the Salvadoran 
Human Rights Commission said the ^eged 
massacre was being investigated. 

The ministry statement said the allegations 
were "black propaganda" and claimed that 
guerrillas frequently dump the bodiesoftheir 
slain comrades in and around villages to pre- 
tend later that they were civilians killed by, 
the armed forces.” 

Church and human rights groups say over 
32,000 persons have died in El Salvador’s 
political bloodshed since the ruling junta 


took power here in October 1 979. 

In San Vicente, 56 kms east of the capital, 
residents and military sources said at least 
eight soldiers and five civilian non- 
combatants were wounded in skirmishing 
around the city. San Vicente residents 
reported that as .Monday’s first shots were 
being fired the leftist forces seized a radio 
station to urge the city’s 20,000 inhabitants to 
support them. 

Residents of Santa Ana, the nation's sec- 
ond largest city, 50 kms northwest of here, 
also reported clashes between leftists and 
government troops but they had no informa- 
tion on possible casualties in the fighting. Lef- 
tists alro reportedly overran three military 
posts in northeastern Morazan province, a 
longtime'leftist stronghold. 

In a midday broadcast, the leftists' clandes- 
tine Radio Venceremos said the series of 
attacks on government troops around the 
country was“not something final but a show 
of force," xmfleating that the attacks did not 
mean leftists were trying to launch an all-out 
offensive against the junta's forces.The guer- 
rillas distributed pamphlets saying the left- 
wing groups under the umbrella of the 
Farabundo Marti National Liberation Front 
had started a new offensive to oust the 
civilian-military junta. The pamphlets also 
urged soldiers to desert the army and join 
their ranks. 
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Soviets receive 
Finnish leader 


MOSCOW, March 9 (R) ~ FmnUh Presi- 
dent Manno Koivisto arrived in Moscow 
Tuesday for an official visit and was given a 
person^ welcome by Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev, the ofifidal news agency Tass 
reported. 

It said Brezhnev, Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko and other senior Kremlin oflSdals 
were at the airport to welcome the new Finn- 
ish head of state as he stepped from his plane. 
Koivisto's visit came six weeks after he took 
over the presidency from Uiho Kekfconen, 
who built up close ties with Moscow during 
his 25 years In office. 

In Helsinki, Finnish officials said 
Koivisto's talks with Soviet leaders would 
Cover world and bilateral affexrs and were 
intended tp establish personal relations. 
Relations Mtween Finhmd and the Soriet 
Union are governed by a friendship treaty, 
signed after they had twice been at war in the 
period 1939-44. The treaty binds Hnland to 
meet military attacks rimed at the Soviet 
Union throu^ Finnish territoy. 

Tlie nnoirii Foreign Ministry said Koivisto 
would assure Soviet leaders that this relation- 
ship would be maintained, regardless of 
chains in the international situation. But 
officials in Helsinki said the puipose of 
the trip was to enable Kremlin chi^ to get to 
know the new president in person. 

Kekkonen visited Moscow frequently and 
even spent holidays with Soviet leaders. Pre- 
viewing Koivisto's visit, Tass said these per- 
sonal links had played a vital role in develop- 
ing politica] ties. 

Moscow indicated its preference for a rival 
to Koivisto at the start of the IHnxush presi- 
dentiri campaign, si^gesting Soviet fears that 
he was not folly committed fo the couise fol- 
lowed by Kekkonen. But tfaie Tass article 
made clear that this initfel apprehension had 
already abated, declaring t^t there was no 
doubt Koivisto's vigt would contribute to 
strengthening ties between two countries.

The subjects covered, according to Pen- 
tagon officials, induded East-West relations, 
the upcoming NATO summit, negotiatkms 
with the Soviets on redudog threater nuclear 
weapons, tiie leakage of Western technology 
to the Soriet Union, as weD as “public opin- 
ion in Europe and the United States as it 
relates to the alliance.” 

Before meeting Genscher, Weinbeiger voiced 
concern that what he caDed "isolationist sen- 
timent” might become dominant in the 
United States if the public perceives Ameri- 
can allies as falling short in their defense 
responsibilities.
